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Man, 25, 
is facing 
road rage 
allegation 

A MAN has appeared in 
court after a father of three 
was attacked in an alleged 
road rage incident in Dud¬ 
ley. 

Samuel Pagett, aged 25, 
of Cot Lane, Kingswinford, 
appeared at Dudley Magis¬ 
trates Court on Tuesday 
charged with wounding. 

He gave no indication of 
a plea to the magistrates 
and was bailed to appear at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on April 9. 

Pagett was arrested 
hours after Paul Currie 
was left in a coma. 

He had been allegedly 
knocked out with a single 
blow after asking a driver 
to slow down on the Holly 
Hall estate in Dudley. 

Mr Currie was left criti¬ 
cal at Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital, Birmingham, 
where his family is keeping 
vigil. The alleged attack 
happened at 3pm on Sun¬ 
day, after Mr Currie 
walked back from The 
Woodside Inn to his home 
after a darts match. He 
was initially in Russells 
Hall Hospital but was 
moved to Birmingham for 
an operation. 

Eight firms

POLICE have pledged to crack down on burglars after a 
spate of raids where they suspect thieves let themselves 
into homes in Halesowen by “fishing” through the letter¬ 
boxes for keys. 

The thieves have struck seven times in the past three months, detectives have revealed. 
They have stolen five cars and electrical goods in burglaries where they suspect thieves 
have been using a hook to grab keys left within reach of house doors. Police say the thieves 
are targeting properties with high value vehicles on the driveway. 


Lidl unveils 
proposal for 
town store 

LIDL has unveiled plans to open a new store 
in Kingswinford creating up to 40 new jobs. 

It comes after Morrisons launched its own 
redevelopment plans for its replacement 
store just yards along the same road. Lidl 
wants to build on the Duckworth Trading 
Estate in Stallings Lane. 

Multi-million pound plans to demolish 
the Morrisons supermarket in Stallings 
Lane, and replace it with a 40,000sqft devel¬ 
opment, creating 70 jobs, are expected to be 
heard this month. 

Kingswinford councillor Patrick Harley 
has welcomed the plans saying there would 
not be a conflict between the two stores. 
“They both aim at different audiences so I 
wouldn’t have thought they would be con¬ 
cerned about taking trade from each other,” 
he said. “If empty premises are left for a long 
time they can attract vandalism and youths 
hanging around so to have a well-lit super¬ 
market there would probably be better.” 

He added the additional jobs bought by 
the store would offset the potential loss of 
industrial land as part of the project. 

The Lidl foodstore would be built on land 
opposite Charterfield Drive on a furniture 
warehouse store, according to plans. A 70- 
space car park will surround the store with 
a new entrance off Stallings Lane. 

Bosses at the retailer say they expect to 
submit their proposals to Dudley Council 
early next month. 


Detective Chief Inspector Richard Jones 
said: “The keys had been stolen from the 
victim’s property but there was no sign of 
forced entry. 

“It’s believed they were ‘fished’ through 
the letter box using some kind of imple¬ 
ment.” 

He added: “I want to make it clear to 
offenders that we are working closely with 
second hand shops, with officers visiting 
regularly to check their records.” 

The latest incidents happened on Janu¬ 
ary 3 and 4, when electrical items were 
taken from a house in Graham Road, and a 
Honda Civic from Fairfield Road. 

Electrical items were taken from a house 
in Valley Road on December 4 and a white 
Kia Rio car, belonging to Belle Vale Coun¬ 
cillor Donella Russell was stolen from 
Alexandra Road on November 18. 

Nightmare 

She said: “They broke in and took the 
keys. It’s been a nightmare because I need 
a car to do my council work. It could take a 
few months to sort it all out with the insur¬ 
ance.” 

On December 30 the “key fishers” struck 
twice, in Fallowfield Road, where they took 
an Audi S3, and in Longmoor Road, where 
the target was an Audi A4. 

The first reported incident was on Octo¬ 
ber 20, in Tenlands Road, where a Toyota 
Avensis was stolen. 

Mr Jones said: “We’d always encourage 
residents not to leave house keys in the lock 
or car keys or other valuables on display 
through glass door panels or windows.” 

Police say keys should be kept in a secure 
drawer, not in view of the front door or win¬ 
dow. 

Neighbourhood police teams are offering 
advice to residents at community meetings 
and officers are targeting known offenders 
with home visits.

The High Street base, 
which employs 284 people, 
will close within a year fol¬ 
lowing a “strategic review” 
of the firm’s sites. 

Dudley South MP Chris 
Kelly said he wanted to dis¬ 
cuss the reasons behind the 
closure as he pledged his 
support to staff who may be 
affected. 

No date has yet been 
given for the closure, but a 
spokesman said it would be 
within the year. 

The firm said some staff 
would be relocated but 
would not say if jobs were at 
risk, however staff said 
they had been warned by 
bosses there could be 
redundancies. 

“While I don’t expect to 
reverse the decision, I want 
to speak to them about why 
they have made the deci¬ 
sion and seek what help I 
can for all those affected 
employees,” said Mr Kelly. 

Andrew Johnson, 

regional official for Unison, 
said he was talking to com¬ 
pany bosses to represent 
the interest of union mem¬ 
bers. 

He said: “We are trying 
to do our best for our mem¬ 
bers at the offices.”

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Brave Judie loses battle with cancer 


A DUDLEY woman has lost her 
battle with cancer, 14 years after 
being told she had only weeks to 
live. 

Judie Didlick, of Dudley, who 
also used her maiden name Bin- 
field, was 32 when she died of 
the cancer that had plagued her 
for her entire adult life. Her 
father, Graham Binfield paid 
tribute to her. “She’d always said 
Judie Didlick ‘two fingers up’ to cancer, ever 



since she was diagnosed at the 
age of 18 and was told she had 
only weeks to live,” said Mr Bin- 
field, of Alrewas, Staffordshire. 

“She was a bright and bubbly 
person, as well as brave, and 
wouldn’t want anyone feeling 
sorry for her. She was deter¬ 
mined to make it to 30 - and 
passed that by two years.” 

Judie, of Hagley Court, Lower 
Gornal, a former pupil at Dud¬ 


ley’s Ellowes Hall School, 
planned to train as a teacher but 
her hopes were dashed when she 
had the devastating diagnosis 
that she had metastatic alveolar 
sarcoma, a fast-growing and 
spreading cancer, in her left leg. 

A tumour in the leg was 
removed in an operation at 
Birmingham Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital but over the years the can¬ 
cer kept returning, striking first 


at her lungs and then around 
her heart. She underwent two 
further major operations, as well 
as radiotherapy and chemother¬ 
apy. 

Judie loved shopping and was 
able to go on a final outing to the 
Merry Hill centre in her wheel¬ 
chair with her father just before 
Christmas. But, on December 
28, she died at Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital.

MP calling 
to loosen 
breweries' 
ties to pubs 

A DUDLEY MP is calling 
on the Government to do 
more to protect local pubs 
after hearing that 18 a day 
are closing across the coun¬ 
try. 

Ian Austin, Dudley North 
MR is backing calls for a 
legal code to guide and reg¬ 
ulate the relationship 
between large pub compa¬ 
nies (PubCos) and their 
tenants and licensees. 
“PubCos have tenants over 
a barrel,” said Mr Austin. 

He wants to see tenants 
given the choice of being 
tied to a company or not 
tied to make sure there are 
“fair and open” business 
opportunities for tenants 
and brewers. 

He supports a statutory 
code to stamp out abuse of 
the “beer tie”, which forces 
publicans to sell drinks pro¬ 
vided by pub companies. 

Last year the House of 
Commons voted unani¬ 
mously for a review of the 
self-regulation of PubCos 
but ministers had taken no 
action until this week, 
when proposals for a new 
statutory code were 
announced. 

Mr Austin said he would 
continue to back groups 
such as Camra to ensure a 
“free of tie” option is intro¬ 
duced by the end of the 
year. 


another five health and 
safety offences relating to 
maintaining gas appliances. 

Richard Essex, prosecut¬ 
ing, told Dudley Magistrates 
Court inspectors found dirty 
walls and surfaces when 
they visited the premises in 
Cooper Avenue.

He added: “The paint on 
the ceilings was flaking and 
the conditions in the food 
preparation area were 
filthy.” 

Inspections 

Improvement had been 
noticed in more recent 
inspections, however, he 
added. 

Ali Tabari, defending, said 
Hassani was battling debt 
and an unco-operative land¬ 
lord who refused to allow 
the building to be altered. 

The court heard he had 
made just £8,000 profit from 
the business last year, 

He added: “The food 
hygiene problems have been 
rectified and he sees this as 
a wake-up call. 

Mr Tabari said: “His real 
failure was not implement¬ 
ing a proper cleaning rota 
and document it.” 

He said Hassani would 
struggle to pay the £3,200 
the court fined him along 
with the £4,134 in prosecu¬ 
tion costs. 

He added: “He has not 
been any burden on the 
state since he arrived from 
Iran in 1999 but if the fine is 
more than £4,000, that is 
what could happen.”

School is 
targeted 
five times 
by raiders 

THE headteacher of a pri¬ 
mary school hit by metal 
thieves five times in less 
than two months spoke of 
her devastation in the wake 
of the latest theft which 
caused severe flooding. 

End-of-year celebrations 
at Hurst Hill Primary School 
in Coseley were ruined by 
metal thieves. The school 
has been targeted five times 
between November and mid- 
December, causing thou¬ 
sands of pounds of damage. 

However, it was the most 
recent theft that had the 
biggest impact. Thieves 
ripped 30mts of copper pipe 
from the roof just before the 
Christmas break, causing 
water to fall through the ceil¬ 
ing. 

Headteacher Caroline 
Dingle said: “It caused a cat¬ 
astrophic flood and ruined 
two thirds of the school. It 
was just devastating.” 

Three classrooms were 
flooded, ruining children’s 
work and the Christmas 
presents they planned to 
give each other. 

The electrics were destr¬ 
oyed and left in a dangerous 
state, forcing the school to 
close on its last day before 
Christmas. 

Mrs Dingle said: “I had 
children and staff in tears. 
Everyone was very upset.” 

No charge on 
false alarms 

WEST Midlands Fire Serv¬ 
ice will not be following the 
lead of its London counter¬ 
part in charging for false 
alarm call-outs. 

There were more than 
10,000 automatic fire alarm 
call-outs in the West Mid¬ 
lands last year and 98 per 
cent were false alarms.

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Dead body 
found on 
riverbank 

A MIDLANDS man who had 
been missing from home for 
two months has been found 
dead. 

His body was washed up on 
a river bank about 30 miles 
away. 

Stuart Titley - known as 
Joe - from Stourport was 
described as “vulnerable” and 
was well known in the area. 
He disappeared after one of 
his regular walks along the 
River Severn. 

His body was found near 
Tewkesbury, just over the 
Worcestershire border into 
Gloucestershire, and it is 
thought it was swept down 
the river during the recent 
flooding. 

Although the circum¬ 
stances of how he came to 
have been in the water are not 
yet known, police say there is 
not thought to be anything 
suspicious about the death. 

Mr Titley’s shopping bag, 
containing personal items, 
was found beside the river 
about a mile outside Stour¬ 
port at a spot known as 
Stoney Bottom the day after 
he was reported missing. 

The worried family of the 
60-year-old last saw him on 
November 15 and reported 
him missing to police the next 
day. Mr Titley’s body was dis¬ 
covered in a farmer’s field at 
Uckinghall, near Tewkes¬ 
bury.

Talks demanded over fears 
on losing bobbies on beat 


POLICE Federation leaders are demanding 
talks with a police and crime commissioner 
over fears of losing police officers on the 
streets. 

Up to 200 officers and 450 civilian staff are to leave the 
West Mercia and Warwickshire police forces by 2016. 

The job losses will be shared between the two forces, 
which have entered into an alliance to save a combined £31 


million because of govern¬ 
ment cutbacks. Newly 
elected West Mercia Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
Bill Longmore wants people 
to give their views on the 
plans. 

They are outlined in the 
draft Police and Crime 
Plan, which sets out polic¬ 
ing priorities for the next 
four years. 

West Mercia Police Feder¬ 
ation chairman Ken Mack- 
aill says they are estimating 
that 140 officers will be lost 
from the streets in the West 
Mercia force area, which 
includes the Wyre Forest 
ditrict and Hagley. 

“The force currently has 
around 300 fewer officers 
than it did three years ago, 
so clearly the loss of this 
additional number is a 
concern,” he said. 

“We will be asking for 
talks with Mr Longmore 
once a decision on the level 
of council tax precept 
increase, if any, has been 
made, to discuss the impact 
on officer numbers over the 
next four years.

“The public repeatedly 
tell us they want to see 
police on the beat, but this 
is becoming increasingly 
harder to achieve.” 

Mr Longmore said: “After 
listening carefully to local 
people during my time in 
office and during my elec¬

“While I do expect 
staffing reductions over the 
next three to four years, the 
alliance will allow these 
reductions to be kept to a 
minimum.”

Removal of cavendish House 


will be a milestone, says NIP 


THE demolition of an eyesore office block alongside a main route into 
Dudley will mark a milestone in the regeneration of the town, accord¬ 
ing to developers and the Dudley North MP. 

Calls for Cavendish House, a former Inland Revenue office block, to be redeveloped 
have been made since the last workers left the building five years ago. The block off 
Trindle Road and overlooking Dudley Southern Bypass has been boarded up follow¬ 
ing vandalism attacks. 

Security and insurance costs for the 
building were thought to be around 
£250,000 a year. 

But now plans to tear down the offices 
to create a supermarket bringing 300jobs 
and an estimated £44 million turnover 
have been approved by the council. 

Multi-million regeneration projects 
which are hoping to boost tourism to the 
town’s top attractions including Dudley 
Zoo and modern learning campus for 
Dudley College are already under way. 

The scheme includes major refurbish - 
ments of Dudley Zoological Gardens and 
The Dudley Canal Trust. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said he 
hoped these developments were the start 
of “big changes” in the town. 

“For too long things have moved too 
slowly and I’ve been saying for years that 
we need a new strategy to bring more 
shoppers, tourists and businesses to 
Dudley,” he said. 

“But the plans for Cavendish House, 
the zoo and the college are very encourag¬ 
ing and show things are moving in the 
right direction.” 

Dudley Council’s planning committee 
approved the redevelopment of the site 
by developer Cavendish Quarter Proper¬ 
ties at a meeting last week. 

The building faced several stalled 
development plans including being 
transformed into a 150-room hotel.

She said: “We can ensure the hard- 
pressed motorists that we are not profi¬ 
teering from car parking. 

“We are making a shortfall each year 
and are having to make an increase in 
parking charges in the next financial year 
to cover some of this. We will still be very 
competitive for car parking charges com¬ 
pared to neighbouring authorities.” 

She added: “Overall, we are increasing 
expenditure on road safety.”

Councillor Ali said: “I’m confident that 
the local community and businesses will 
want to find out more about these early pro¬ 
posals and take the chance to share their 
views with us. 

“As a listening council we really value the 
input of our residents and we know that 
taking on board their aspirations and opin¬ 
ions serves to strengthen any future funding 
applications that we make.” 

A nature trail could also be created in the 
grounds of Christ Church, in High Street. 
The church is already undergoing its own 
revamp. Parishioners celebrated the com¬ 
pletion of a £12,000 scheme to improve the 
church entrance and restore brass in the 
building. The public consultation will be 
held at Quarry Bank Community Centre, 
from January 19 to February 2 in Sheffield 
Street.

I THINK David Cameron’s “problem” 
lies not in persuading the public savings 
need to be made but how they are made. 

The arguments for slashing benefits 
and essential services has not been won. 
The welfare budget may account for one 
third of national spending and that is 
too high. 

However, instead of removing bene¬ 
fits which, represent little more than 
spare change for the very wealthy -1 am 
thinking of free bus passes; the winter 
fuel allowance and in extreme cases the 
old age pension - this government is 
taking money from those who have 
least to start with in real terms. 


This cannot be fair and will under¬ 
mine all of the other initiatives rightly 
taken by the coalition upon weeding out 
benefit cheats because welfare reform 
in its current guise will not only punish 
those guilty of abusing the system but 
will also punish the genuine claimant. 

This will cause resentment and serve 
to alienate those genuinely unable to 
earn a living in the conventional sense. 

A case in point is a relative of mine. 
He is 58 worked most of his life. He did 
have a spell of three years on sick pay 
following a very bad accident but until 
last August had worked constantly for 
29 years. His pay was never substantial 


but he raised a family and paid his way. 
He has little savings but owes no one 
anything. Now he is unemployed and 
work is difficult to find if you are 
unskilled and the wrong side of 50 but 
instead of getting support he will have 
to pay £50 a month for the spare 
bedroom in his house and face a real 
terms cut in his benefit from April. I 
believe most people view such things as 
profoundly unfair particularly when 
government is giving tax breaks to mil¬ 
lionaires.

Cyclist Paul to saddle up 
again after fight for life 


A CYCLIST who nearly died after a 
head-on crash in France has 
pledged to battle back from his 
horrendous injuries to have 
another go at tackling the arduous 
mountain bike ride. 

Paul Greaves, a Peso, wants another go 
at Mont Ventoux - the iconic mountain on 
the Tour de France route - to face his 
“demons”. 

Mr Greaves, 37, from Stourbridge, was 
practising for a charity ride on Mont 
Ventoux in September when he was hit by 
a van, leaving him in a coma for three 
days. 

The bone structure in his right shoulder 
was totally smashed and he may never 
regain the use of his arm. 

Paul, Pc Gareth Harrison, a 41-year-old 
traffic officer from Kidderminster, and 
Barry Tyson, also 41, a Gloucestershire 
train driver, had arrived in France to cycle 
three routes around the steep Mont 
Ventoux for the Stillborn and Neonatal 
Death Society, Sands. 

“I hit a truck,” said Paul. “I was flown 
to hospital in Marseilles and had a bleed 
on the brain so they put me in a coma for 
three days.” 

His wife, Jayne, a 37-year-old security 
manager at The Waterfront, Brierley Hill, 
flew out to Marseilles and 10 days later he 
was flown to Birmingham’s Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital, where surgeons grafted a 
length of nerve from his left leg to try to 
repair some of the damage to his scapula. 

His aim is to return to Mont Ventoux 
with an adapted bike. 

“It’s to face my demons,” said Paul, who 
also hopes to return to work soon.

How Graham captured 
history on his camera 


A FORMER Press photog¬ 
rapher has gathered up a 
collection of his work taken 
during his time working in 
newspapers to create a 
chronicle of the region’s 
history. 

The unique collection of black and 
white pictures taken by Graham 
Gough, aged 73, from Kinver, in 50 
years on local papers has been pub¬ 
lished in The Black Country Album. 

Each chapter covers the different 
people, animals and celebrities he 
met in his patch in Dudley as well as 
all the big incidents he covered 
during his 26 years with the Chron¬ 
icle’s sister paper, the Express & 
Star 

The first chapter looks at the big 
news stories he photographed, 
including the Dudley race riots, 
fires, regional floods, rail accidents 
and even some rather risque pic¬ 
tures of a male stripper bearing all. 

Large parts of the book focus on 
local people and heroes, including a

number of early pictures of Black 
Country funny man Lenny Henry 
performing for class mates in his 
Duley school soon after his first tel¬ 
evision appearance on New Faces in 
1974. 

The West Midlands has had its fair 
share of royal visits and Graham 
was present for many of them. 

His picture of Princess Alexandra 
stuck in the mud at the Three Coun¬ 


ties Show, Malvern, in June 1977, 
won National Royal Picture of the 
Year award. 

One of the final chapters focuses 
on what Graham loves phtograph- 
ing best, children and animals and 
features lots of them doing weird 
and wonderful things.

College development to 
boost prospect of jobs 


DUDLEY College’s latest multi¬ 
million town centre development 
has secured the unanimous 
backing of councillors who her¬ 
alded the scheme for boosting 
manufacturing prospects of the 
region. 

The £6.6 million advanced manufacturing 
and engineering base, known as Dudley 
Advance, will join other new education 
developments in the “Learning Quarter” 
around the town. 

It will be built on a car park that was once 
the home for Dudley Girls High School, in 
Priory Road, after the planning committee 
approved the scheme. 

Specialist workshops, classrooms, 
resource centre and student welfare facili¬ 
ties will be among features at the site. The 
building will replace outdated engineering 
departments on the Broadway campus. 

Previous plans had earmarked the Broad¬ 
way site for a revamp but councillors 
allowed the college to alter its plans to 
pursue the Priory Road development. 

Councillor Qadar Zada said the scheme 
“cements Dudley as the hub for education” 
in the region. “It tackles the skills shortage 
in manufacturing in the area,” he said. 

Councillor Tim Wright said: “These devel¬ 
opments act as a springboard for the regen¬ 
eration of the town centre. ” 

Dudley College has been awarded a £2.2m 
grant from the Skills Funding Agency - a 
third of the cost of the development of the 
Dudley Advance centre - in a bid to fund the 
opening of the centre by next year.

Prizes plan for the right 
rubbish to boost recyling 


RADICAL plans to encourage more people 
to recycle have been unveiled - including 
entering rubbish into raffles for the chance 
to win prizes. 

Children will add a ‘guilt factor’ for 
parents as binmen will be handing out 
school vouchers to every home correctly sep¬ 
arating its waste. 

It is part of plans by Wolverhampton City 
Council to make use of a £2.68 million gov¬ 
ernment grant. 

The cash, offered to ensure there will 
always be weekly bin collections, is being 
used to get more people to put recyclable 
rubbish into the correct bin. 

It comes after Dudley Council was also 
awarded £1.8m to continue emptying bins 
every week. Environment councillor Tracy 


Wood said the money will be spent on 
increasing the amount of recycling collec¬ 
tions in the borough. 

The council is planning to spend the 
money on extra vehicles, boxes, bags and 
staff in order to roll out the plastic bottle and 
cardboard recycling trial to all households in 
the borough. 

Under plans in Wolverhampton, residents 
would be sent stickers to put on recyclable 
rubbish such as cardboard boxes. Items 
would then be selected at random from the 
council’s processing plant in Southampton 
and prizes handed out. 

Wolverhampton City Council has been 
offered £2.68m over three years if it 
commits to keeping its weekly collections of 
non-recyclable waste.

“We have now reached the half¬ 
way stage of the development 
work as construction started last 
summer and is on schedule to be 
completed this summer. 


“As well as housing the 
borough’s archives, once open, the 
new centre will provide IT and 
wireless services, education and 
conference rooms, a rare books 
library and a research room.” 

The centre is being built by 
Midland’s contractor GF Tomlin¬ 
son and is being part funded by the 
European Regional Development 
Fund, as part of the wider redevel¬ 
opment of the Castle Hill area of 
Dudley. 

Once the building is finished, 
Dudley Council’s archives service 
will relocate from its building, in 
Mount Pleasant, Coseley. 

When the new one opens it will 
also be used to store documents for 
neighbouring Sandwell Council.

CONTROVERSIAL plans for 175 
homes on the Hagley Hall estate 
have been approved despite 
fierce opposition from neigh¬ 
bours who feared it would put 
pressure on vital services. 

Proposals for the development, earmarked 
for land on the estate near Stourbridge had 
attracted objections, including a petition 
signed by more than 4,000 people. More than 
100 residents packed into the council 
chamber to hear Bromsgrove District 
Council’s planning committee’s debate last 
week. Council officials recommended 
approval of the scheme. 

Among those who spoke out against the 
Cala Homes proposal was Rachel Jenkins, 
who was speaking on behalf of the Hagley 
Residents’ Action Group. 

She said services in the village, including 
the primary school and doctors surgery, 
would be stretched beyond “ breaking point 
“ by the influx of new residents. 

Many people feared the development 
would be cut off from the village, she told the 
committee. 

“The new remote community, dropped on 
to the outskirts of Hagley, will not be cohe¬ 
sive with Hagley,” she said. 

Other concerns included the potential 
increase in traffic and the safety of planned 
changes to the A491 and A456 roundabout 
to accommodate a new access road. 

But councillors said the development 
abided by planning rules and no objections 
have been lodged by the highways officers. 

Councillor John Tidmarsh said there was 
a demand for housing in Hagley.

Village now has new battle 
against retirement complex 


FRESH from losing the fight to stop plans for 
175 new homes in the village, Hagley parish 
councillors are braced for a new battle 
against a “monstrous” retirement complex. 

Developers McCarthy and Stone have applied to Broms- 
grove Council for permission to build a four-storey shel¬ 
tered retirement home centre, with 56 apartments, at the 


former Middle School in 
Park Road, Hagley. It follows 
hot on the heels of approval 
by Bromsgrove planners of 
Cala Homes’ proposals to 
build an estate on land 
owned by Viscount Cobham. 

The site near Hagley Hall 
is bordered by the main Kid¬ 
derminster to Birmingham 
road and the M5 feeder road. 

Parish Council chairman 
Steve Colella said that after 
local residents had objected 
during a public consultation 
to proposals for fewer units, 
the developers had not only 
increased the number but 
also added an extra storey to 
the building. “It’s unbeliev¬ 
able really,” he added. 

Worcestershire County 
Council wants to sell the 
former school site for 
housing but Mr Colella said 
the parish council would 
prefer it was used to create 
extra playing fields or public 
open space, which the village 
needed. 

Fellow councillor Mark 
Fenton said: “It looks like a 
monstrous application for 
the site, overlooking resi¬ 
dents and the primary 
school next door. It will have

an overwhelming impact on 
traffic and road safety.” 

The parish council voted 
unanimously on Tuesday 
night to oppose the develop¬ 
ment on its scale and size. 
Parish councillors are also 
researching whether Hagley 
really needs extra retire¬ 
ment homes. 

Hagley’s planning 

spokesman Peter King said: 
“The Park Road building 
would be the most substan¬ 
tial building in the village - 
bigger even than Hagley 
Hall.” 

The parish council is also 
lining up to join neighbour¬ 
ing Clent Parish Council in a 
fight against proposals for 
70 new homes in Western 
Road, Hagley, which are due 
to be considered by Broms¬ 
grove planners soon. 

Mr Colella said objections 
to the Western Road and 
Park Road developments 
included the reasons for 
opposing the Cala Homes 
plans - an increase in traffic, 
worsening air quality and 
overloading local health and 
school services.

HARRY Hill has not done a live stand-up tour for six years. Now 
the comedian is back on the road - and it has been well worth 
the wait. 

In Sausage Time, the massive-collared comic returns with a show that 
dazzles on every level. For instance, it pledges to give us absolute proof that 


God exists, provides a section for 
Tongans, showcases the legendary 
Stouffer the Cat and proffers a debut 
solo stand-up spot to Harry’s son 
Gary, best known for his role as Alan 
Sugar in Harry Hill’s TV Burp. 

Slapstick 

We are also promised perform¬ 
ances by the show band, The Harrys, 
the whistler-of-chart-hits grandson 
Sam and an all-singing, all-dancing 
finale. Oh, and a giant sausage. One 
thing we should anticipate above all 
else is a wonderful sense of silliness. 

“There’s never a serious agenda to 
my comedy,” said Harry. “I use a lot 
of slapstick and a lot of silly wordplay 
and puns. 

“The show doesn’t have an overall 
theme. It’s just a load of silly stuff.” 

The comic has been doing warm¬ 
up shows and has relished the expe¬ 
rience of performing live again. “I’ve 
loved it,” he said. “It gives you such 
a buzz.

Harry added that, after the long-

“Stand-up is so immediate. You 
can have an idea in the 
morning and get a laugh for 
it in the evening.

The audience is the ultimate 
arbiter.” 

The comedian, who has 
won multiple BAFTA and 
British Comedy Awards, 
said he had no regrets 
after quitting TV Burp 
after 11 years. 

“At the end of that last 
show, all the production 
team were crying but I 
went back to my 
dressing room and felt 
like a weight had been 
lifted. 

“The closest equiva¬ 
lent was when I gave up 
medicine.”

A must for bargain hunters 



Dacia’s Sandero Stepway is certainly turning heads 


DESPITE being a brand defined by the 
affordability of its cars, Dacia under¬ 
stands the need for models that give 
the people what they want. The 
Sandero Stepway is one of those. 

Based on the Sandero hatchback, the Stepway 
is more of a crossover-type car, riding higher and 
with a handful of off-roader styling cues to give a 
more rugged look. 

Sales in this sector of the market have been bal¬ 
looning for the last few years and Dacia would be 
daft not to get in on the act. 

The sub-range is almost identical to that of the 
Sandero hatch. It’s in the company’s interests to 
share parts, platforms and equipment as much as 
possible, allowing a cheaper price to then be 
passed on to the consumer. 

There Eire turbocharged 0.9-litre petrol and 1.5- 
litre diesel engine options with two trim levels, so 
the Stepway does without the entry-level engine 
and trim options you can get in the ordinEiry 
Sandero. Tested here is the Stepway Laureate 1.5 
dCi; the priciest Sandero variant you can buy at a 
likely £10,795 or so when order books open in the 
spring. 

For around £1,000 less, you can have the gutsy 
and frugal 898cc turbocharged petrol TCe, which 
makes it the soundest financial bet for most 


buyers. Either way, Dacia predicts a lot of people 
will go for Laureate spec for its massive value for 
money. 

As well as the 40mm ride height increase over 
the common-or-garden Sandero which improves 
accessibility and gives a better view of the road 
ahead, buyers get smart-looking roof rails, an in¬ 
built colour satnav system, cruise control, a speed 
limiter and reverse-parking sensors. Not the sort 
of things you normally expect on a sub-£ll,000 
runabout, but all of them very welcome. 

Impressive 

The 89bhp diesel engine is equally impressive 
on the vEilue front. Based on the cheaper of the two 
Renault-Nissan alliance small-capacity units 
(there’s also a 1.6 in the group), it produces ample 
power and only 105g/km of C02, which although 
not hitting the tax-free heights of some of its cost¬ 
lier Renault cousins is still very impressive - and 
very cheap to run. 

One of the parts shaired between all Sandero 
models including the Stepway is the rev counter, 
which has no red zone and extends past 7,000rpm. 
The diesel can’t reach those engine speeds but 
pulls well between l,900rpm and 3,500rpm. 

The weight difference between the diesel and 
the petrol is about 60kg, and all of it rests over the 
front wheels. The Stepway, with its taller stance, 
is especially susceptible to the negative effects this 


has on the way the cair drives, feeling just a little 
more ponderous around corners and marginally 
firmer at the front end. A stiffer suspension set-up 
has been used to account for the extra weight. 

But for general biffing around town or country, 
the diesel Stepway is a thoroughly amiable little 
partner, happily negotiating steep hills and dis¬ 
playing fine cruising credentials. The only issue is 
louder-than-average wind noise airound the front 
screen and A-pillairs. 

Its five-speed geairbox is a bit notchy when locat¬ 
ing a new cog and if you place your hand on it, the 
gear lever can feel wobbly. It’s not too noticeable 
during normal gearshifts though. 

A highlight among the practical benefits that 
the Stepway can claim over the standaird Sandero 
has to be the unpainted plastic trim airound the 
wheel arches, side skirts and bumpers. It helps 
prevent certain kinds of cair pairk knocks and 
scrapes from damaging paintwork and offers a 
cheaper repair solution. Otherwise the car shares 
the surprisingly spacious boot and ample rear 
legroom of the Sandero. 

Although Dacia has taiken an eair-bashing from 
Euro NCAP over the safety scores its cairs aire 
getting, the safety bods are getting a little 
overzealous with their latest requests for five-star 
cars - and in isolation the UK-spec Sandero 
Stepway would get a sound four.

A CRAZY final 10 minutes in Berk¬ 
shire condemned Albion to defeat in 
a match they appeared to have under 
control. 

In its 20-year history, the Premier 
League has provided countless dra¬ 
matic finales, writes Steve 
Madeley. 

Yet it’s hard to imagine the compe¬ 
tition has ever seen a turnaround 
quite as unlikely as this one. 

Rarely can a team have been lulled 
into such a false sense of security as 
Albion were with Steve Clarke’s men 
virtually sleep-walking to defeat 
before they realised quite what was

happening. For 80 relatively 
uneventful minutes, Albion were as 
comfortable as they have ever been in 
a Premier League fixture. 

Clarke’s men led 2-0 and might 
easily have bagged two or three more 
goals as Romelu Lukaku and James 
Morrison ran riot. 

Had Albion led 5-0 going into the 
closing stages, The Royals’ boss 
Brian McDermott could have had few 
complaints. 

What followed was utterly surreal 
for everyone and thoroughly agonis¬ 


ing for Baggies fans as Reading’s 
impressive home lived up spectacu¬ 
larly to its local nickname - “The 
Mad Stad”. 

Jimmy Kebe’s 81st-minute goal for 
the Royals was akin to Ian Botham’s 
famous hundred against Australia at 
Headingley 1981 - a contribution 
that altered the course of a contest in 
a way his victims did not realise until 
it was too late. 

Just like the Aussies believed 
“Beefy’s” blistering knock in Leeds 
was just a bit of fun, so Albion seemed 
to believe Kebe’s far-post header 
with nine minutes remaining was no 
more than a minor irritation. 


By the time they realised its signif¬ 
icance, Adam Le Fondre and Pavel 
Pogrebnyak had delivered the Bob 
Willis-esque hammer-blows and left 
Clarke and Co in a state of shock; 
heads spinning and brains fried. 

Such a conclusion had seemed 
impossible when Lukaku rifled his 
69th-minute thunderbolt past 
Adam Federici in the Reading goal to 
give the visitors a 2-0 lead. 

He had already linked up with 
Morrison to fire the Baggies in front 
on 19 minutes, then seen a header 
rattle the woodwork and a thunder¬ 
ous shot shake it. And yet it was to be 
Reading’s day.

Baggies get winter 
blues with cup exit 



Albion 0 QPR 1 


ALBION have lost their rhythm 
and now their season has a 
serious dose of the blues. 

Once again, an FA Cup campaign which 
seemed to promise so much was left wanting 
- the Baggies beaten in a tepid third-round 
replay on Tuesday by one of only two 
attempts on goal from struggling QPR. 

That Harry Redknapp’s outfit needed 
some outstanding goalkeeping from the 
maligned Robert Green to protect their 
progress to a home tie with MK Dons was 
unquestionable, writes Martin Swain. 

But the night’s lasting impression was 
obvious. Albion are stuttering and stum¬ 
bling at the moment - without a win since 
Boxing Day and now with their one avenue 
to glory shut down prematurely for a team 
coursing with better talent than a KO from 
the Premier League’s bottom club suggests. 

Genuine 

Grumbles about too much rotation have 
been aggravated by a glut of injury problems 
which have conspired to leave a stern-faced 
Steve Clarke tackling this middle tranche of 
the season with key players either missing 
or misfiring. 

That The Hawthorns barely roused itself 
for this tie - the ground was not even half- 
full - will have had as much to do with the 
Arctic financial climate as much as the 
freezing temperatures. 

Make no mistake, there was genuine and 
justified optimism that the club’s best team 
since the first Ron Atkinson era could carry 
a concerted challenge for the FA’s prime 
chunk of silverware. 

But this fresh shut-out followed last 
season’s fourth-round exit at home to 
Norwich and before that, Roberto Di 
Matteo’s fateful misjudgement of a League 
Cup quarter-final at Ipswich when his 
Albion team were in full swing. From the 
surface, the club would appear to possess 
just the sort of squad to reach a final but 


bringing that perception to reality contin¬ 
ues to elude one head coach after another. 

QPR’s late winner was headed home from 
a corner by a player football, and possibly 
even QPR fans, had forgotten. Jay Both- 
royd, once the scorer of a goal to defeat 
Albion in a Black Country derby, came back 
to haunt them as he rose unchallenged to 
meet Alejandro Faurlin’s 75th-minute 
corner, directing his effort low to the left of 
Boaz Myhill, who could not get a strong 
enough hand on the ball to keep it out. 

Only after that shock did Clarke’s men 
stir themselves. From Albion’s only pur¬ 
poseful raid of the first half, Green had dis¬ 
tinguished himself by defying Romelu 
Lukaku at point-blank range after Jerome 
Thomas and Goran Popov had threaded 
together the set-up. 

But the former England keeper had to 
produce four more important saves after 


Bothroyd’s goal to clinch the tie. The best 
was undoubtedly beating away a second con¬ 
secutive goal-bound strike from Markus 
Rosenburg, Green having already defied the 
Swede within a minute of the Rangers goal 
after the Albion man had made the sweetest 
of connections to another Popov cross. 

That was driven straight at him but 
Rosenburg’s second effort, which climaxed 
some robust pressure four minutes later 
was slightly to the keeper’s right, and 
required even more athleticism and 
reflexes. 

Green then crowned his night by keeping 
out a tracer bullet from Popov, struck with 
ferocious power from what seemed an 
impossible range, before tipping over a 20- 
yard drive from Graham Dorrans. 

That flurry left Albion fans wondering 
why on earth their team had not raised such 
a tempo and intent for the rest of the match 


- something for which the players will not be 
so easily forgiven if they repeat such a docile 
performance against Aston Villa this 
weekend. 

Clarke’s squad badly needs to settle again 
which means, as much as possible, return¬ 
ing to the core players who engineered such 
a flourishing first half of the campaign. 

But it is a pity that we did not see Thomas 
and Dorrans build on the bright starts they 
made to this tie to perhaps re-write the 
script for their Albion futures. 

George Thorne is putting in some useful 
contributions in central midfield but Albion 
were again thankful to the probing of James 
Morrison and power of Lukaku for the few 
creative moments they mustered. 

Billy Jones and Gareth McAuley were 
excellent again and are turning in splendid 
seasons and vital contributions while Albion 
wait patiently to get back to full health.
